when: we “are offictally:.informed

“with Spain. . Mot®over. when the-. 
- war. with Spain was through, it 
was throygh, But peace still con-_ 
tinues ‘to rage ‘as ‘furlously a8 
ever. in Mexico.. Nor is this, 
all. . ‘The instant effect of the 
outcome of the war with Spain’ 
was to put a stop to the dread- 
--ful--butchery* and: starvation—in 
Cuba and the Phiitppines, and 
the entry of both Cuba and -the 
Philippines on a career of- eight- 
ee -Yearsof. peace and_pros- 
“perity such as they had never 
known before in all their check- 
ered history. But during these 
three years of Mr. Wilson’s 
“pefice”’” the * Mexicans . them- 
- selves have been ‘butchered by 
their own bandits steadily: and 
without intermission ; and Mexti- 
can women ‘and ® children have - 
died by thousands—probably by 
scores of thousands—of: starva- 
tion; and of the diseases incident 
to starvation.
